The most controversial item of several was Sidewalks 


on Nichols Street. 


Sixteen residents of that street were 
present for the disqussion. in the last 
part of the meeting. some of them 
knowledgeable. and some who had 
seemingly little knowledge of the 
governmental process leading: to the 
construction of sidewalks 

Three of them. Bill Berry. Joseph 
Paglia and Nicholas DeFelice Jr. 
did most of the talking. in the group. 
but they were interrupted moresthan 
once by other persons, who had con 
trary views. 

Rep. Fred F. Cain came into the 
Selectmen's meeting after the Nichols 
Street residents had enbered. While 
he and his Republican opponent for 
his seat. Selectman Miceli. did not 
directly exchange words at any time 
there was an indirect conversation. 
in that Mr. Cain's words were to the 
effect that there was money avail 
able to build sidewalks. and he wan 
ted the people to know that this could 
be done without cost to themselves. 
while Mr. Miceli. several times. 
said that “we are trying to serve 
the people 

A controversial letter to Mr. Cain 
was one of the highlights. even though 
it was not discussed at length. 

According to the Selectmen's con- 
versation, it had been written’ in 
April, and one copy sent to Mr. Cain 
and one to Senator Ronald MacKen- 
zie. It was seeking information about 
the sidewalks on Nichols Street 

Cain told the Selectmen that he had 
never received the letter. that he did 
not know anything about it. and that 
if he had received the letter he would 
have answered it 

A reply had been received from Sen- 
ator MacKenzie. The date of the reply 
was not stated 

MacKenzie’s letter to the Selectmen 
which was read aloud. said nothing 
about the County funds available. It 
was in effect a statement about state 
funds. quoting Mr. Mistretta. who is 
the State Engineer in charg of the 
Arlington office of the state Depart 
ment of Public Works. 

Mr. Mistretta had told Senator Mac- 
Kenzie that there was only $9000 
available for Nichols Street. Although 
it was not spelled out as such. there 
was an inference that this referred 
to “Chapter 90° funds. Nichols St 
is not a Chapter 90 street 

Cain, on his part. said that he was 
only trying to see that the money 
which was available was put to the

were entitled to all the information. 

There was. he said. over $60.000 
available to, be used on sidewalks. 
at np vost to~the residents. of that 
street. and this was a good time to 
have the sidewalks done without any 
cost to the residents. If the money 
available was not used. Cain said. 
it would revert to the State Treas 
ury on January |. if it had not been 
allocated before that time. 

Mr. DeFelice, who should not be 
confused with his better known father 
with the same name. charged that 
the people on one end of Nichols 
Street (i.e.the Shawsheen Avenue end) 
had sidewalks. and they didn’t care 
what happened to his end of the street 

His children, he said. would have to 
walk that street in the winter time. 
with school buses and other traffic 
using the street. He felt that if there 
was money available the sidewalks 
should be built.

The air conditioner. moved from 
the former office, pumped futilely.

The board met with Professor Elliot 
for the first two hours. in consultation 
about future planning of Wilmington.

One of the items being discussed with 
Elliot is a type of zoning called High 
Traffic Business Zone. for such pla- 
ces as drive-in restaurants and other 
business that generate a lot of auto 
traffic.

There are enough Biblical references 
to indicate that his has always been so. 

Despite the confidence displayed by. 
goldfinches, Scots and Biblical pro- 
phets in dealing with thistles, botan- 
ists have approached the lot with 
some hesitancy. They have found them 
to be a prickly bunch to assign to 
some comfortable nich in that great 
scheme of things known as plant 
systematics. 

By today’s standards there are some 
17 speices of plants which one would 
readily recognize as thistles, doing 
business in the Northeast and nine 
species have field representatives in 
New England. 

Maine is less richly blessed, since 
two of the nine shun its frigid bounds. 
The Pine Tree state, however, off- 
sets this slight to some degree by the 
enmaar ogra that the Canada 
thistls ‘Often referred to with emo- 
tion as the “cursed thistle” - has 
had in flourishing in its northern 
climes. Indeed, the Canada thistle has 
been honored by several agricultural 
manuals with the title of most per- 
nicious and tenacious of weeds. 

While thistles have not changed their 
attitude toward the world by so much 
as one less prickle, botanits occa- 
sionally change their attitudes toward 
what the true scientific classification 
of the thistles should be. 

A few decades ago the thistles were 
lumped together in the genus Carduus. 
Thus, since plants like Orientals use 
their family names first and first 
names last, the Canada thistle was 
Carduus arvensis 

But, if one is a plant, one cannot be 
certain that its family name, even 
though it be Brown, will endure. 

Someone most likely will change it 
to Smith. And this transistion has hap- 
pened to the Canada thistle, whose 
modern name is Cirsium arvense. 
Actually, modern botanists have re- 
turned to a name which the botanical 
pioneer Johann Anton Scopoli tagged 
on the Canada thistle in 1772. 

However, botanists have not changed 
their minds about one thing regarding 
thistles: the lot of them always appear 
near the end of botanical manuals, 
indicating that they are among the 
most sophisticated plants.

According to Clark. the Health Ins- 
pector, Ernie Romano, had promised 
that something would be done. so that 
the builder would fix up the trouble 
before he ever got another permit. 

Selectman Banda told Clark that this 
had been discussed, in a public hear. 
ing. in the Town Hall, in a “Hatch 
Act” hearing.and that Clark had 
“raised holy hell” “We tried to. re- 
solve the problem, but the fellow 
across the street was afraid that he 
would get water in his yard.”

Liar"*
